Richmond, Va., Feb. 22.— The doors 
of iiie w bite liou»n of th« C-oulederaoy 
now the Confederate Museum, were 
thrown open to the public at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon. The grand old build- 
ing at Twelfth and Clay streets a!! 
during the day wat tho Mecca of 
Richmond people and those temporar- 
ily within her gates. It has been 

""thoroughly renovated and painted 
and remodeled withiu so that it is 
exactly like it was 111 the exciting days 
when the beloved JeflersCu Davis, 
President of the Confederacy, occu- 
pied it . The cause was not lost wheu 
he took up his residence there ; it was 
when he made his depariure. The 
walls newly painted and adorned with 
flags, pictures and relics could tell, if 
able to talk, a story more pathetic, in 
the hopelessness of the lost cause at 
the last, that any pen has yet described 
The old mansion, but for its architec- 
tual desigu, looks both from the ex- 

; terior and interior, like a recently 
erected structure, so well has the re- 
building and repainting been done. 
All of the States of the Confederacy

(1 a ted. The one set apart for 

JjClbi Ida was probably the handsomest.

They will show that it 
ii a memorial of no 'lost cauie,' they 
■v.'i!! never believe mat we thought we 
. were right, they will know, that we 
[ were right, immortally right, and that 
. the conqueror was wrong, eternally 
' wrong. The great army ot the dead 
' is here, the sentiment of the living is 
Pnere, and memories are bore, and the 
I sentiment of the future will be here.

Some eight or nino miles from 
Shoji, Irttho woods, is the entrance 
to the groat ice nave. w« had come 
so far to soe, n natural cironlar de- 
pression or basin in the ground in 
iddlo of the forest, some 30 
yards across and about 40 feet deep. 
At the foot of one of tho sidos is n 
dark oponing in tho lava, a few foot 
down which may be Been the top of 
a wooden ladder. This is about 20 
feet long, and at tho foot of it aro a 
heap of blooks of lava, down which 
wo scrambled for some 30 or 40 feet 
more, till a floor of solid ice more or 
less flat was roachod. Very careful 
progress along this had to bo made 
to avoid slipping down and extin- 
guishing the torches. For the first 
r nrds frequent blocks of lava rise 
through the ioe of tho floor, while 
farther on there is nothing but ioe. 
The lava roof is sometimes 30 or 40 
feet above ono's head, sometimes 
only 4 or 5 feet from tho floor. 
The light of tho torches glanced con- 
tinually on icicles many feet long 
pendant from the roof. Presently 
we passed some large blocks of ioe, 
which had boon cut by the country 
people for sale at Kofu, somo miles 
off. At noarly 400 yards from the 
entrance about 20 wonderful ioo 
stalagmites, from 2 to 5 feet in 
height, roso from the floor close to a 
lava wall forming apparently tho 
end of thecavo, to meet iciolos hang- 
ing from tba roof, from wbioh water 
at this time of the year continually 
drops on to thom. The tops of theso 
stalagmites form hollow bull shapud 
cylinders, giving out a faint note 
like a gong when struck. They are 
partly filled with the water which

Guthrie, Okie.— The qtieition of 
successful farming in the semi-arid 
legions of the great West is solved at 
last; that bugaboo, possible failure of

They 
knew it was good feed ft 
there was not stock en 
Territory to begin to con 
the prod net was yet so new that it was 
not recognized in tho outside markets. 

Experience has already developed 
the fact that it made a most admira- 
ble feed, cither to winter stock or lo 
fatten them for market, but with an 
abundance of grain on hand, Oklaho- 
ma termors soon discovered that it 
is heller for horsos than either corn or 
oats, making them fat and stout and 
giving them a sleek, glossy appear- 
ance. Both horses and cattle not only 
like and thrive on the grain, but do as 
well on the fodder as on the best of 
hay, and will eat u,j the entire stalk, 
even after it is quite dry, and cows 
produce richer milk and more of it 
than when fed on hay and corn. 

When it came to feeding hogs it 
was found that they gained flesh more 
rapidlf than when fed on common 
corn, and poultryinen have found the 
Kaffir an admirable egg producer, 
and wheu fed uulhreshed the fowls 
given exercise in picking it from 
the head . 

The boys and girls boou discovered 
that it would pop as well as popcorn, 
grains poping out large, white and 
tender, and women in the country 
found that boiled like rice the grain 
was excellent eaten with cream aud 
sugar, that mashed into a pulpy mass 
it made an admirable pudding, aud it 
was also a first-class substitute for 
hominy, being prepared much easier 
thau the regular grades. 

Still the quantity produced was so 
great that the people continued to won- 
der what thev would do with it. 

The owner of the roller mills at 
Medicine Lodge, Kan., on experiment 
bent, ran some of the grain through 
his corn meal grinder, and produced a

The following simple method of 
taking impressions of plants has been 
discovered by a Frenchman: A sheet 
of paper, after being lightly oilod on 
one side, is folded in form so aB to 
permit the oil to spread . The plant 
is placed between Uie leaves of the 
Wooad folding:, and, with another 
paper between, is pressed all over 
with the hand so as .to cause a little 
oil to nd here to the surface. It is 
then placed on a sheet of while paper, 
covered with another aud pressed as 
before. Upon removing it an invisi- 
ble imago remains on the paper, 
which will become visible upon sprink- 
ling over it powdered black lead. 
With an assortment of pigments the 
natural color of plants can be repro- 
duced. To obtain fixity a small 
quantity of resin la mixed with the 
color, and after the impression becomes 
fixed it is exposed to a heat suflicieiit 
to melt the resin.
